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ADVISORY ACTION 

In the interview of 1/1 1/07 with Ms. DeFillo, the examiner noted that the amendment reciting 
"age-associated signs of the skin" was odd language and asked if this was meant to be a change 
in scope. Ms. DeFillo indicated that no change in scope is intended, so the amendment will be 
entered and construed identically to the original "signs of aging of the skin." 

In the remarks, Applicant argues that the art of record treats disease while the instant invention is 
directed to the treatment of signs of aging. The examiner appreciates this, but the art also 
discloses administration of the compounds of the invention to the skin of adults who inherently 
have signs of aging. 

Applicant argues that patent protection for "discovery of a new use for an old product or process, 
where no significant change is made in that product or process, can be obtained, if at all, only in 
the form of a claim for a process." The examiner agrees, and the instant invention comprises no 
significant change from a method that has been disclosed in the art. 

In the interview, Ms. DeFillo argues that the epithelization of the skin was not recognized by the 
art. This addressed clearly at MPEP 2112: "[T]he discovery of a previously unappreciated 
property of a prior art composition, or of a scientific explanation for the prior art's functioning, 
does not render the old composition patentably new to the discoverer." Atlas Powder Co. v. Ireco 
Inc., 190 F.3d 1342, 1347, 51 USPQ2d 1943, 1947 (Fed. Cir. 1999). Thus the claiming of anew 
use, new function or unknown property which is inherently present in the prior art does not 
necessarily make the claim patentable. Li re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1254, 195 USPQ 430, 433 
(CCPA 1977). 

Ms. DefiUo suggested the possibility of amending the method to "the treatment of wrinkles." 
Such an amendment would be duly considered but not entered after final.
